the whys and wherefores alleged as the - 
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mined action of the clearing house it was too late. The 
public had taken alarm and naturally so. It was start- 
ling enough for a depositor to learn that bis money, 
which he had a right to expect should be safely in- 
vested, had been used for stock-jobbing operations 
of the most indefensible character. 

“Then the hysteria happened. The public could not 
discriminate suddenly between banking houses. Runs 
were instituted on perfectly solvent concerns and a 
disastrous ending for thousands of people was averted 
only by prompt and wise action on the part of the 
conservative element. 

“The difficulty with Wall street has been that this 
substantial element has always ‘stood’ for the pirates 
until a crash was actually in sight. Then they dis- 
avowed the buccaneers and took credit to themselves 
for their virtuous action.” 

As far as the metal trades are concerned it is now 
evident that manipulation of prices of copper and of 
copper stocks during the past year was such as to call 
for the disinfection of the market and a return to con- 
ditions of normal honesty and enterprise. The ex- 
treme fluctuations in the price of the metal since Janu- 
ary I, varying from 25% cents to 12 and less for 
electrolytic indicate a speculative state of affairs that 
must be deprecated at all times. The evidence of an 
attempt to corner the copper market is so overwhelm- 
ing that there is no longer need to argue its existence. 
The men who essayed the “corner” are down and out 
as far as the metal trade is concerned—and they are 
discredited to boot. 

The syndicate attempts to hoard up copper for a 
rise were for a time successful. Prices skyrocketed 
for awhile—with the result that inevitably attends the 
flight of the rocket. They went so high that the fall 
thereof was shocking and has been attended with dire 
consequences in the stock market and the financial 
world. 

The reaction was caused by the disinclination of 
copper consumers to pay sky-high prices. The metal 
accumulated’ in producers’ hands far,faster than the 
holding syndicates had anticipated, and the latter be- 
came unable to hold on. The inside 
manipulation of the market is found in the curtailment 
of the output of copper when prices were at their 
highest and the demand was commonly supposed to be 
greater than the supply. It is little wonder that buy- 
ers became suspicious and held off when the produc- 
tion of copper was curtailed in the face of a marvelous 
and increasing demand. 

The decline and fall of the copper corner undoubted- 
ly precipitated the recent disturbance in the halls of 
finance, but if the disturbance results in cleaning the 
financial atmosphere, as it promises to do, it may after 
all have been a blessing in disguise.

At first sight it might appear that the cost of a

Advertising. that as a general rule publicity advertis- 
ing comes under the head of selling expense and is 
no more to he_objected to by the retailer than the

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necessary expense account of the commercial traveler 
who brings new goods to his notice or takes his 
periodical orders from a sample display. 

In the world of’ business today new methods are 
usually welcomed. They are tried in a-spirit of friend- 
ship and not of hostility. It is recognized by the up- 
to-date business man that he does ‘not know it all, 
and he is usually found ready to lend a willing ear to 
the presentation of any plan for the betterment of 
his business, the increase of his sales. 

Modern advertising is of various kinds, each of 
which has been found effective in its way. A cam- 
paign of general publicity has been proved by actual 
experience in very many lines to be fruitful of re- 
sults in creating demand. Every article sold by means 
of such a campaign carries with it a certain profit for 
the retailer. Every sale made by such advertising is 
a sale that otherwise would not be made. Every 
article that passes into consumption through such ad- 
vertising is an article that otherwise, in all probabil- 
ity, would be unsold on the retailer’s shelves or un- 
called for in the stock of the manufacturer. 

Into the selling of it, the securing of the actual 
cash from the consumer, no other expense has en- 
tered, aside from the cost of manufacture, but the 
infinitesimal proportionate cost of the advertising. It 
has been sold without the aid of the salesman, the ad- 
vertisement itself has been the salesman, and has 
saved his cost. Hence it has added nothing to the 
price. If the advertisement makes a sale that other- 
wise would not be made, it is a distinct gain and 
means of profit for both manufacturer and retailer. 
If publicity advertising brings a customer into the 
hardware store who otherwise would not enter it, is a 
distinct benefit to the retailer, no matter what the 


' price of the article sold. Every customer means profit 


and the whole object of publicity advertising is to 
bring customers into the retail store. 

That publicity advertising pays can be proved by 
the experience of many noted concerns. Take the 
case, for example, of the Ingersoll watch, which we 
have cited before this. That watch was originally 
made to sell at two dollars, but a great campaign of 
publicity advertising so marvelously increased the de- 
mand for the watch that a better article is now made 
to retail at a dollar, and sells itself in such quantities 
that the profit to the dealer is far greater in the ag- 
gregate than when it retailed at double the price. 
Who pays for the publicity advertising? Certainly 
not the dealer who can make more money handling 
the watch than he did before it was” made famous. 
Certainly not the consumer who is getting a bettér 
watch for half the money. Who then pays the cost? 

The answer is that the advertising is simply a 
selling expense and is taken care of by the increased 
business. It is an expense that represents a mere 
fraction of the cost when the advertising is success- 
ful, and when it is not successful it is always dropped. 

If publicity advertising is wrong all advertising 
is wrong. But who does not want to sell more goods? 
Who is satisfied with his sales? The most strict and 
fixed conservative is anxious to do more _ business 
and publicity advertising does for the manufacturer 
what local advertising does for the retailer. It is de- 


signed to create demand and to sell goods. That this 
is its result in the vast majority of cases, as well a; 


its object, let the experience of some of the most suc 
cessful business men in the United States testify. 
They will cheerfully bear witness that publicity a 
vertising pays, and if it pays the manufacturer ;; 
pays the retail dealer, since it brings into his ti! 
profits that otherwise he would not make. 








THE CONSTANTLY growing sentiment in favor of a 

postal savings bank system has found an ardent and 

effective champion in Postmaster-Gen- 

Postal = eral Meyer. In his annual report to 
Savings Bank Coneress he will strongl | 

gress he will strongly urge upon that 

body the manifold benefits which postal 

banks will bestow not only on the individual but on 

the country as a whole. 

During Mr. Meyer’s service as a diplomat in vari- 
ous European capitals, he gave the matter deep and 
serious attention, and his observations abroad have 
convinced him that what has proved beneficial in 
every way for other nations will prove equally bene- 
ficial to the people of this country. Since transferring 
his services from the diplomatic to the executive 
branch of the government, Mr. Meyer has devoted 
more study to the economic features involved, and it 
is probable that the establishment of the postal savings 
system now may form a part of the Roosevelt policy 
of constructive legislation. 

Mr. Meyer, in his study of the question, has found 
that in the Pacific coast states the average distance 
between postoffices and savings banks is from. fifty to 
fifty-five miles. In the Southern states the average 
distance is from thirty to thirty-five miles; in the mid- 
dle and Western states from twenty-five to twenty-six 
miles and in the New England states only fifteen 
miles. He sensibly argues that the people affected 
by these: distances: should be afforded facilities for 
depositing their savings when they go to the post- 
office. 

There are now in this country hundreds of thov- 
sands of people who have acquired the habit of thrift 
and by economy and self-denial manage to save 2 
little money. They do not carry it to a savings bank 
for various reasons. Among the foreign born it is lack 
of confidence. They do not understand our methods 
of banking. At home they placed their money in the 
government’s postal banks and have great confidence 
in the stability of the government, and now when 
they want to put aside their little hoard they go to the 
postoffice and buy a money order. This ties the money 
up as tight as though it were placed in a box in 4 
safe deposit vault. In this manner many millions of 
dollars of “dead money” remain in hiding and are 
practically out of circulation. 

Tentatively, Mr. Meyer’s plan is to allow interest 
upon all deposits of 2 per cent per annum. Private 
savings banks offering 3 and 4 per cent cannot then 
cofisistently claim that the government’s banks wil 
ruin their business, as Mr. Meyer’s plan contemp!ates 
limiting the amount of individual deposits to $250 % 
$300. After a depositor has accumulated this amount 
the savings habit will be upon him and he can them 
be prevailed upon to withdraw the amount for deposit 
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in some private or national institution and begin again 
with his small savings. The postal banks would thus 
prove a sort of kindergarten instructor for future de- 
positors in the private institutions. 

Mr. Meyer does not intend that the money received 
as deposits shall remain idle. He is now at work on 
a plan to loan the money thus deposited to the national 
banks at not less than the rate of interest the govern- 
ment pays. He says the rate might be made 2% per 


' cent, so that all expenses incident to the conduct of the 


banks would be covered and the government would 
operate without a loss.

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STOVES IN CHINA. 








During the year 1906 stoves and grates were im- 
ported into China to the value of 178,402 taels (1 tael 
equals 83 cents), the largest portion of which, a value 
of 131,887 taels, coming from Germany. These 
stoves are used almost entirely by the European and 
other foreign residents of China, and only to a small 
extent by the Chinese natives. Small heating stoves 
are, however, gradually coming into use among the 
Chinese, and as coal becomes more plentiful through- 
out China there is every possibility that’ there wil! be 
a greatly increased call for these goods. The class 
of heating stoves used by the natives themselves are 
locally-produced brick structures built in the shape of 
a bed, and known as “kang.” A fire is built under 
this and serves to keep the family partially warm 
when they sit or recline upon it. Charcoal braziers ar¢ 
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also used in the better class houses, and a small char- 
coal brazier inclosed in a basket is worn under the 
clothing by the natives, suspended from the waist, and 
carried around with them wherever they may go. The 
better class of Chinese are now taking to the use of 
foreign stoves, generally of the type known as direct- 
draft surface burners, which sell at retail on the 
Shanghai market at about $7.50 United States cur- 
rency each. Cheaper imitations can be obtainéd for 
about $3 or $4. The larger stoves sell at higher prices 
and are finding a sale among the Chinese wishing to 
secure a better class of article. The German stoves 
sell on the Tsingtau market at the following prices: 
Basket shaped, first quality, from $2.25 to $4 each; 
second quality, from $1.70 to $3 each; upright shaped, 
first quality, from $6 to $15 each; second quality, from 
$5 to $10 each; third quality, from $4 to $7.50 each; 
fourth quality, from $2.50 to $4.50 each. The demand 
is for cheap stoves, and the German makes appear to 
have preference over those of American manufacture 
from the fact that they use a smaller quantity of fuel. 
Fancy stoves would naturally command a better sale, 
but they are too expensive for the Chinese people. 

Coal is the fuel usually used in stoves in China. It 
is mined in the Shantung province and sells at retail 
in Tsingtau at $4.25 United States currency a ton, de- 
livered at the house. It is somewhat more expensive 
in Shanghai and other Chinese ports and varies in 
price from $13 to $20 Mexican, approximately $6.50 
to $10 United States currency. Cooking stoves for use 
by Europeans in China sell in Shanghai at from $10 
up, when of American manufacture. German stoves 
can be obtained at the following prices and are those 
most generally in use in Tsingtau: Size 16.5 by 30 by 
27.5, $22.50 gold; 23.5 by 33.5 by 28.5, $25; 27.5 by 
39.5 by 29, $35. No stoves are manufactured in 
Tsingtau and only those of inferior quality at other 
Chinese ports. There would probably be an excellent 
opportunity for the introduction of American furnaces 
in China, especially in Shanghai, Tsingtau, and the 
northern ports. 
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ALASKA-YUKON-PACIFIC EXPOSITION. 





The site chosen for the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific ex- 
position, to be held at Seattle in 1909, comprises 255 
acres of the campus of the Washington University. 
In its virgin state it presents everything to please the 
eye. There are tall, stately giants of the forest, form- 
ing beautiful vistas, gentle slopes, commanding ter- 
races and splendid stretches of water front. 

The grounds border for more than a mile and a half 
on Lake Union and Lake Washington. The Olympic 
and Cascade mountains are in plain sight, and an un- 
obstructed view of the perpetual snow peaks of Mt. 
Rainier and Mt. Baker may be obtained. In construct- 
ing the buildings and laying out the grounds every 
care will be taken to preserve nature’s own handi- 
work, 

Differing from former fairs, the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific exposition includes in its plan the erection of 
permanent buildings. Many of the large exhibit pal- 
aces will be substantially erected and they will remain 
as the property of the university after the fair closes, 
to be used for educational purposes. Thus the Wash- 
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ington state appropriation will be used for a 
permanent good aside from the benefits that will 
accrue to the commonwealth from the fair. The 
states and nations will also be invited to erect build- 
ings of a permanent character.

A preliminary injunction has been granted to the 
Kelsey Heating Company of Syracuse, N. Y., in an 
action of alleged infringement of patents in an action 
brought against the Richardson & Boynton Co. and 
the Graff Furnace Co. in the United States District 
Court of Central Pennsylvania. 

About a month ago a decision upon final hearing 
was given in favor of the Kelsey Heating Company 
against the James Spear Stove-& Heating Company 
of Philadelphia, Pa., in proceeding which had been 
conducted throughout a long period and in which 
the Kelsey Co. claimed that its patents had been in- 
fringed.

AMERICAN HOUSEHOLD GOODS IN ITALY. 





American household goods in general, except kitch- 
en utensils, are extensively imported into Italy and 
sell satisfactorily, being generally preferred on ac- 
count of their good quality and attractive appearance. 
Germany largely supplies the Italian demand for good 
quality kitchen utensils. Native stock of this kind 
is poor in quality, and used only by the-poorer classes. 
American kitchen utensils have not yet been present- 
ed on the Italian market. When once introduced they 
should find a good sale. They must be of good qual- 
ity.and similar in sizes and forms to those already 
used, as American shapes in kitchen utensils would 
not be bought. The American article must be of 
strong metal and enameled white within. There is a 
large demand for this class of goods, and Milan 
wholesalers state that they import about 12 carloads 
annually. Names and addresses of wholesale dealers 
and importers of household goods, kitchen utensils, 
etc., in Italy, are on file in the Bureau of Manufac- 
turers at Washington, D. C. 





MANUFACTURE OF WIRE CLOTH INGERMANY 





Vice-Consul-General C. A. Risdorf, of Frankfort, 
advises that there is only one important manufacturer 
of wire cloth in that German district, and adds: 

“This firm also exports its product to the United 
States. Wire cloth is manufactured for paper mills, 
chemical, cement, and wood pulp factories in tissues 
of phosphor-bronze, copper, iron and steel in sizes of 
15 meters’ length by 2 meters’ breadth (meter equals 
39.37 inches). It is also furnished in larger sizes. A 
sample of bronze wire cloth forwarded is priced at 
7%4 marks, equivalent to $1.78 per square meter. The 
numbers indicate how many meshes are contained in 
27 square millimeters.” The sample and name of the 
manufacturer alluded to, as well as the names of two 
firms in the province of Anhalt making these goods, 
the latter forwarded by Consul Thompson, of Han- 
over, are all on file at the Bureau of Manufactures,

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A PAINT CATECHISM.

This week’s installment completes the run of “A 
Paint Catechism,” which through a series of eighty 
separate topics has proved of exceeding interest and 
profit to hardware dealers. In this the closing section 
the preceeding ones are summarized in a general re- 
view of the topics heretofore published and in a group- 
ing of elements that make for the completed paint 
product. It will, as have the preceding chapters, be 
found wholly interesting. 


88. In View of all the Foregoing, What is the True Test 
of Paint Value? 

Service. The conditions, physical, chemical and technical, 
governing the behavior of paint in any given case are so 
numerous and so obscure that it is hopeless for any one but 
an expert to attempt to comprehend them. House paint is 
designed to cover a wide range of conditions and the better 
grades of prepared paints meet the average conditions with 
remarkable success. As between the many competing prod- 
ucts, naturally, it is to the record of success rather than the 
composition of the paints that the consumer must look for 
enlightenment. There is always a reason, usually there are 
many reasons, why a certain paint under certain conditions 
meets or fails to meet the requirements; but these reasons 
are usually obscure and technical and quite beyond the range 
of common knowledge. It may be taken as axiomatic that 
no paint obtains permanent popularity except on the basis of 
substantial merit. Success begets success, and nothing could 
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be more conducive to’ increased sale of a given paint in any 
locality than the ocular demonstration of its value on painted 
buildings. It is this practical demonstration of superior con- 
venience, economy and durability which has caused the con- 
sumption of prepared paint to expand from the humble be- 
ginnings of the industry in the late fifties to its vast propor- 
tions of the present day. 
SUMMARY. 


From the foregoing it will be seen that paint manufac- 
ture is a progressive industry, dependent for success upon the 
knowledge and skill at the command of the manufacturer. 
The constant addition of new pigments and other materials 
to the list of available products and the keen competition 
between manufacturers insures progress. Sixty or seventy 
years ago there was but one white pigment generally available 
as a paint base. This was the carbonate of lead. The fact 
that its use precluded the use of many beautiful tinting colors, 
its well recognized sanitary inconveniences and its deficient 
durability led not only to improvements in its handling and 
application but also to its very general extension with inert 
pigments and to a diligent search for other white bases. This 
research has given us oxide of zinc, sublimed white lead, 
zine lead, white and lithopone—all white pigments of great 
importance to the paint consuming public. The field of paint 
production has thus been vastly extended, and the manufac- 
turer has it within his power to vary his paint base as the 
conditions of use and the chemical nature of his tinting colors 
require. 

The history of oxide of ziric in this connection is fa- 
miliar. Since the middle of the last century its consumption 
has grown from nothing to something like 70,000 tons an- 
nually in the United States alone. The history of sublimed lead 
‘is another less familiar instance. The important and rapid 
growing use of this pigment as one of the raw materials de- 
pended upon by the paint manufacturer for prepared paint is 
an excellent illustration of the advantages to the public at 
large resulting from the development of the paint industry, 
for the reason that sublimed white lead would probably -not 
be in use to-day at all as a pigment if its use had depended 
upon its being able to replace corroded lead in hand mixing; 
while, on the other hand, the paint manufacturer has been 
able to give the public the very real values and advantages of 
this pigment in the can of paint. 

White lead—that is, the ordinary hydro-carbonate—owing 
to the long continued use of the term to describe all kinds 
of white paints in paste form, has acquired an undue im- 
portance in the popular mind. While an extremely useful 
and valuable pigment, it is only one of many, and in a large 
proportion of the dark.shades commonly used neither it nor 
any of the other white bases (excepting the inert pigments) 
has any place whatever. Furthermore, as has been shown, it 
is absolutely misplaced and injurious in many of the popular 
tints produced from chemical colors—the greens, blues, yel- 
lows, pinks, lavenders, salmons, delicate grays, etc., to cite 
only a few examples. In these cases and many others the 
tint can be safely produced only with zinc oxide, sublimed 
white lead, zinc lead or some similarly inactive white base. 
Even when white lead can be safely used, either by itself 
or in combination with the “limited palette” recommended by 
lead manufacturers, expert testimony strongly inclines to the 
opinion that its value for painting requirements is consid- 
erably enhanced by the addition of other white pigments and 
inert materials. 

In the present state of our knowledge it is absolutely im- 
possible to assert with authority that any given formula is 
“the best.” We can say, however, that many formulas in com- 
mon use are excellent and that it is surprising that from so 
great a variety we should obtain results so nearly identical 
As before stated, the “best paint” is that which produces the 
most uniformly satisfactory results—for paint is bought to 
produce results, not to demonstrae technical theories. 

In conclusion let us boldly and confidently assert that 
prepared paints are the sum of paint progress; that the hand 
of progress moves forward and not backward on the dial; and 
that the American people having once realized the economy, 
convenience and common sense of the sealed can with its com- 
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pleted product will not voluntarily return to the paint pot 
and paddle.

ARRANGING THE HARDWARE STOCK. 


Competition in all lines is now so keen and brisk 
that no careful hardware merchant will let his efforts 
to be at the top of the heap cease with the careful 
buying of his goods and.attractive advertising, says the 
American Exporter. Every such hardwareman realizes 
the value of having his store attractive in arrangement 
and clean and neat in appearance. As one man put 
it at a recent convention of hardware merchants, 
“There are thousands of hardware stores to-day that 
are as clean and neat as a jewelry shop.” One reason 
he gave for this welcome change from former condi- 
tions of chaos and disorder was that so much hard- 
ware buying is now done by women. However dull 
and lacking in the artistic one may consider a hard- 
ware store to be under normal conditions, yet the 
merchant can no longer afford to fail to make his store 
attractive to the prospective customer. It is necessary 
to please the eye of the buyer. 

First of all a handsome and artistically arranged 
window display, showing a modern line of goods, clean 
and bright, will make a valuable impression on the 
passer-by. He will study the display of such a win- 
dow when he would not give a second glance to a 
badly arranged hardware assortment behind a dingy 
window, dirty and unattractive. Even if he is not in 
the market for hardware, the sight of an artistic layout 
will please him, and the first time he needs. something 
in the hardware line the chances are ten to one that 
he will drop into the store whose window shows a 
spirit of progressiveness on the part of the proprietor. 

Once in the store the customer will be impressed, 
either favorably or unfavorably, with his surround- 
ings. Neatness, cleanliness and convenience in ar- 
rangement of the goods give the customer immediate 
confidence in the store and its proprietor. Further, 
these attributes please the eye, make his stay a pleasant 
one and incline him to return for future purchases. On 
the contrary, a store which has the appearance of con- 
fusion is an annoyance to the customer. It makes 
him scorn the whole establishment, spoils his temper 
and makes him several times harder to please than 
would have been the case had his surroundings been 
agreeable. If it is necessary to keep him waiting for 
a few moments, through’ stress of business, he has the 
more time to see the confusion and chaos. The wait 
does not improve his temper, and, having nothing but 
unpleasantness to look upon, the chances are favorable 
to his leaving the store in a bad temper without pur- 
chasing anything. Not only does he thus become an- 
tagonistic to the store, but a vision of the badly man- 
aged store is apt to come up in his mind several times 
during the day, and he is likely to tell his friends 
about it, and influence them against that shop. 

Even in a small shop the careful merchant can ar- 
range his stock so as to make a comprehensive dis- 
play, yet maintain neatness. There is a decided com- 
mercial value in the careful arrangement of stock, for 
4 moment gained in reaching the article desired by the 
Customer often results in a sale to other customers in 
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the store, who would have left had there been a long 
delay in filling the first man’s order. 

A few hours spent in a careful study of how every 
inch of space in the store may be utilized to best ad- 
vantage will pay the proprietor many times over. It 
is just such points as these which put one store ahead 
of its neighbor. 

In America to-day the retail hardware merchants of 
every section of the country hold annual meetings 
at which they discuss with one another such points as 
these. The result has been marked, and the same 
spirit is being shown in other parts of the world, no- 
tably Australia, where the progressive hardware man 
keeps a watchful eye on what his American brother is 
doing. One means which progressive hardware men 
are using to increase their sales is the installation of 
photographs and other attractive novelties, which tend 
to bring women and children into the store, as their 
influence is potent on future sales. Also, by making 
the hardware store attractive, the merchant educates 
the public up to a higher regard for hardware stores 
and dispels the old-fashioned ideas regarding dullness. 

Merchants find it very much to their financial ad- 
vantage to make their stores as neat and attractive as 
possible. The effect is far in excess of the effort.— 
American Exporter.

STEEL CORPORATION DULUTH PLANT 

There is now no question about the United States 
Steel Corporation’s building a complete steel plant 
at Duluth, Minnesota, the gateway of the bulk of the 
Lake Superior ore tonnage. A total of 1,700 acres of 
land has been acquired, partly on Duluth harbor and 
partly on the St. Louis river, with three miles of water 
frontage. 

The corporation is canvassing the prospects for 
steel demand in the Northwest, with a view to deter- 
mining the exact nature and tonnage -of products 
which should be made. What has been settled upon, 
according to The American Metal Market, is a blast 
furnace, six or seven basic open-hearth steel furnaces, 
and some equipment of finishing mills. 

It has been settled that bars, shapes and plates 
should be made. As to rails, there is still some ques- 
tion. With a plant of such small size, relatively, the 
products cannot be greatly diversified without adding 
somewhat to the cost of production, and with the 
large rail mill at Gary, it is-not entirely probable that 
rails will be made at Duluth. 

The present work involves surveying the ground, 
building some houses for workmen and establishing 
railroad connections. No active work at building 
furnaces or mills is to be undertaken this year. 

The proposition is conducted by the Minnesota 
Steel company, a subsidiary company formed for the 
purpose. Mr. G. L. Reis is president.

WHAT A SHEET METAL WORKER {SHOULD 
KNOW. 











BY H. E. OSBORNE. 


NO. 18. 
Oval Flaring Pan. 

Having described several methods of drawing ellip- 
tical and oval figures, and knowing that many work- 
men have their own rules for drawing the oval, I will 
omit that part here, and give an easy short rule for 
pattern for the body of flaring oval pans. Referring, 
when necessary, to Fig. 4 of the chapter entitled “The 
Elipse, or Oval.” 

Around the corner of the square draw indefinitely 
A BC. Fig. 1. From B mark D the perpendicular

depth of pan desired. From D draw D E parallel to 
A B, and make the distance from D to E the same 
as the radium I x of the side arc of the oval. On A 
B mark F as far from B as the side radius plus the 
required flare of one side of pan, i. e., make B F just 
once the flare longer than D E. Then draw from F 
a line through E, continued to intersect B C at C. The 
distance from C to E is the radius of curvature of the 
bottom of the portion of the body to fit a side arc (as 
I x 2) of the oval. 

Next, on D E mark e, the length of end radius of 
oval (A H of Fig. 4), and from B mark f the same 
distance plus the, flare, and draw f e c, which will be 
parallel to F E C, and gives the radii for end portion 
of body. 

Now draw a center line G H, Fig. 2, and with H as 
center and radius C E of Fig. 1, déscribe the arc I J

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PRUDENT ENGINEERING. 


The N. & G. Taylor Co., of Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania, have to record a distinctly gratifying experi- 
ence that grew out of a history of a roof built of its 
roofing plates. An old business building in Lynchburg, 
Virginia, covered with the plates in question, had be- 
come so decrepid that it was decided to tear it away 
and rebuild, but upon examination the roof was found 
to be wholly intact and’ perfect, although it could not 
be remembered how long it had been laid, though the 
memory of it went back for more than twenty years. 
Then by investigation it was learned that other interior 
features of the structure were in good or repairable 
shape, so it was decided to tear out the front and back

walls completely and leave the roof intact for a con- 
tinued future use, and this was successfully accom- 
plished, leaving the old, time tried and perfect roof 
“doing business at the old stand.” A good illustration

A TIN ROOFING PROBLEM. 





\ series of communications coming from roofing 
plate manufacturers and expert tin roofers has been 
appearing in the several issues of THE AMERICAN 
AR 'ISAN for several weeks past relating to an unusual 
tin roofing experience had by W. L. Spear & Co. of 
“eneva, Neb., who submitted the problem to this paper 
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for solution. Following is a brief statement of the 
case: 


Under their direction a tin roof was laid upon a building 
which is a part of the State Girls’ Industrial School in that 
city. The building contained the boilers, engine room and 
laundry. The roof was put on during last February. The 
tin used was American A old style 20-pound coating and was 
bought from Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., of Chicago. 
It was in good condition when received. Part of the roof 
was put on in standing seam and part im flat seam. The 
solder used was National Lead Company’s one-half and one- 
half solder was used as flux. The upper side only was painted 
after the roof was laid. The roof it replaced was a tin roof, 
which lasted for a number of years and then went to pieces 
rapidly. The Spear & Co. roof went to pieces and became 
worthless in six months. A sample broken out of the roof is 
practically eaten through from the under side. It is heavily 
corroded. Large holes have been eaten in it and the edges 
of the sample crumble at the touch. 


THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has submitted the case to 
expert roofers and tin plate manufacturers for solu- 
tion. Following are some of the reports and sugges- 
tions : 

Mr. F. P. Massoth, Phoenix, Ariz., writes: 


I have not read the original article and of course have 
not a clear understanding of the case; but as you have asked 
me for my opinion based upon my experience with tin roofs, 
I shall endeavor to answer the questions you ask, or, give 
a few causes of what in my judgment influences the rapid 
decay of tin roofs. 

Sometimes the original plates are faulty, by being pitted 
or nearly eaten through by some solution that is used in 
the preparatory process for coating that is injurious to the 
original plate and coating. These pits or places not being 
properly cleaned or prepared prevents the coating from ad- 
hering properly, and the plate may continue to corrode un- 
der the coating and soon destroy the coating, leaving the 
rusty spot exposed to the weather. During a rain this rust 
is washed from one sheet to another, and a few such sheets 
scattered over a roof here and there will soon inoculate the 
whole roof: Sometimes a sheet of tin or a small place in 
the roof is ruined after the roof is nearly completed by 
placing a hot furnace or fire pot on it which will melt or 
blister and ruin the coating. I have seen spots of that kind 
on a roof that could be easily noticed and located even after 
the roof was painted; such sheets or places dotted over a 
roof here and there will soon inoculate the whole roof by the 
rain washing the rust from one sheet to another and so on. 
I have seen large spots (in a tin roof that was supposed 
to have been kept well painted) rusted out by a piece of 
black iron pipe or iron of some kind used as braces on a 
roof, etc. They become rusty and the rain washes the rust 
on and down the roof and this rust soon destroys the roof. 
I also think that some plates have less coating than they are 
supposed to have; also it seems that the sheets or plates are 
prepared for coating, then dipped into a vat and coated and 
then stood on one edge to bake or dry. The coating before 
it gets set runs by gravity force down the plate, making the 
coating much heavier on one part of the plate than on the 
other. Now if a plate carries at the rate of 20 pounds of 
coating on one part and 30 to 40 pounds of coating on the 
other part it may as well all be 20-pound coat as a sheet of 
tin plate is no stronger and will wear no longer than its 
weakest point. In my judgment good sheeting well laid 
and well nailed is quite sufficient in most cases. 

In my judgment it is well to paint both sides of the 
plates,.and in many cases it is quite essential. To prevent 
the under side of the plate from coming in contact with or 
being exposed to the moisture and foul air that it is quite 
often subjected to, such as in a boiler-room or engine-room, 
or any other place where steam or moisture of some kind 
is constantly rising and coming in contact with the under 
side of the roof or exhaust steam condensing and falling on 
the upper side of the roof. It has been my experience that 
tin roofs no matter if the best material is used, do not always 
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prove satisfactory on roofs of this kind. Also sweating 
roofs which may be caused by warm or foul air ora sud- 
den change of temperature, may cause moisture to collect 
on the under side of the plates, or a break or leak in the 
seam caused by the tin being poorly nailed and the seams 
poorly sweated with solder will let in moisture, and as this 
moisture has no place for escape it stays there and starts a 
decomposition by corrosion of the plates. However, I do 
not believe that all paints are good preservatives of tin 
plate. = 
Quite often the brief life of a tin roof may be laid to the 
mechanic, by his neglecting to nail the tin down sufficiently 
and not thoroughly sweating the seams with solder and by 
soldering with acid which was too strong or spilling some 
injurious flux on the roof and sometimes an exceedingly poor 
lot of tin is gotten in, which is supposed to be good but 
which is in reality a poor waster. 

There are many other causes that might be given as I 
am not familiar with the facts of the case of the particular 
tin roof in question. I am not in a position to say what 
may or may not be the cause of its rapid decay.

DEMAND FOR CHEAP ENAMELED WARE. 





Consul E. L: Harris, of Smyrna, says that up to 
within the past few years the cooking utensils used by 
the natives of Asiatic Turkey were made of beaten 
copper, for which. purpose circular sheets of copper 
were imported in large quantities and beaten into 
shape by local coppersmiths. The consul adds: 

In order to prevent the copper from poisoning the 
food through the production of verdigris, the utensils 
are tinned before use, this operation being repeated 
about once a month. The tinning of copper utensils 


is made a specialty of by a large number of people. 


who go from house to house collecting the articles to 
be tinned and returning them when repaired. Lat- 
terly, however, enameled ware has come into use, 
especially with the European population. There is 
already a large sale of such articles, which find. favor 
on account of their being considerably cheaper than 
copper ware. The trade is thus far supplied chiefly by 
Germany, principally from a district in the Erz Ge- 
birge of Saxony, where enameled ware is manufac- 
tured on a large scale, and also from Austria, with 
France for the better grades. Much complaint is 
made regarding the inferior quality and short life of 
the enameling of many of the articles now imported. 
Several attempts have been made to introduce alumi- 
num ware, but without success. owing to its relative 
high cost and to the prejudice against its durability, 
which the light weight of the articles tends to con- 
firm. There is a field for the sale of enameled ware 
which would’ combine durability and comparative 
cheapness. The trade is worth looking after, espe- 
cially when it is considered that it is rapidly growing 


in importance.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

To a limited extent the present financial flurry has 
influenced, the hardware trade and orders have eased 
up somewhat both in numbers and in volume of selec- 
tions. Correspondence with retail dealers indicates 
however, that there is little if any uneasiness among 
them and that whatever changes may have been no- 
ticed as resulting from the financial excitement is due 
to immediate prudence in placing orders and that it 
will speedily be dispelled. The country is rich and 
prosperous in all that represents money and country 
buying by consumers is not at all reduced, therefore 
whatever is to be noted in slackening of orders to job- 
bers and manufacturers usually represent reductions 
in retail stocks which must of course soon be replen- 
ished. Collections are reported fair and in the tempor- 
arily unsettled condition of money affairs this is a good 
indication as to the condition of the western retail 
hardware trade in general. Wire products continue 
in excellent demand, the aggregate tonnage being re- 
markably heavy with plain fencing and fencing wire 
leading in request and deliveries unsatisfactorily slow.

: COPPER. 

There was little of interest in the copper market dur- 
ing the week. The recent flurry in the metal seems to 
have evaporated and a growing softness is apparent. 
There is less of the metal held at 15 cents than former- 
ly, and what small business was in progress was done 
between 14% and 14% cents. There was still a fair 
buying for London account, but it was by no means 
as marked as early in the previous week. The decline 
in the London market is thought in many quarters to 
foreshadow a more serious slump, and there is little 
confidence manifested in the market.

There is 
really no buying at all of any account beyon the regu- 
lar necessities of manufacturing meliters for immedi- 
ate use and urgent needs. To an extent, however, 
many furnaces have taken advantage of the sluggish 
market and the more or less disturbed condition of 
money affairs have ceased to operate and are cleaning 
up and repairing their plants after a very long con- 
tinued period of very active operations. And it is be- 
lieved there will be a material decrease in the aggre- 
gate output of pig iron during the current month. 
There is no general change in price quotations, al- 
though it is somewhat currently reported that South- 
erns have lost anywhere from 50c to $1.00 in a few 
transactions, but it is claimed that the loss has occurred 
in re-sales outside of the general market. We quote as

Rogers, Brown & Co. will say in their weekly report: 

Influenced by strained conditions in financial circles and 
politics throughout the neighborhood, the pig iron market has 
been without much interest during the past week. We find 
there is the same buying by consumers of small lots for 
immediate shipment and this keeps going without any ap- 
parent let up, 

It is believed there will be considerable curtailment of 
production during the current month, as the plants are taking 
every advantage of any opportunity to undergo much needed 
repairs after the long and strenuous operation which they 
have been through in the last two or three years. 
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The most striking feature is the pronounced scarcity of 
stocks of iron of any size either in the yards of furnaces or 
consumers. It seems that with consumers this steck is 
lower than it has ever been before. The majority of them 
using iron from cars to the cupolas direct: They are all 
running close and the pressure for prompt movement of iron 
on contracts is very strong. 

There is still a great latitude in prices and it is now 
freely acknowledged that should prices go any lower it would 
result in blowing out of a number of furnaces who would 
prefer to stop operation rather than sell at current market. A 
number of such plants wish to avail themselves of the time 
for repairs and renewals and their action would result in 
curtailed production. Quite a lot of transactions have been 
brought about in the way of re-sale iron at prices which, 
unless particulars are given, tend to mislead one as to the 
exact market conditions. _ 

Coke continues strong with a little more offering in 
the furnace line, owing to furnaces going out of blast. Good 
foundry coke is in excellent demand and prices are well 
maintained. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

So unsettled is the general business situation that it would 
be a miracle if the iron trade were in any other condition. No 
one knows exactly what is what and everyone is waiting for 
further developments. But that there is so little buying is 
not a matter to cause surprise. Everyone in the trade knew 
as far back as July that prattically all the iron that could be 
made during the year had been sold. And the iron on these 
old contracts is still being delivered. We hear that consump- 
tion has been, or is being, more or less curtailed but do not 
believe that the real facts warrant some of the stories that 
are circulating. Production this month will be decidedly cut 
down. 

As for next year, nothing at all is doing. Everyone is 
waiting. What could be more natural? What consumer of 
iron feels like obligating himself for the future at a time 
when he is not sure of the present? When the financial skies 
are clearer the clouds in the iron trade will roil by. But we 
believe that the general sentiment is that present conditions 
will not last long. Many look for a quick recovery. Of 
our own knowledge we know of a great deal of business that 
is being held back but that cannot be held back indefinitely. 
In the early months of the year this business must come on 
the market unless long laid and partly completed plans are 
altogether abandoned. 

The purchase this week of the Tennessee Coal, Iron & 
Railroad Company by the United States Steel Corporation at 
a price many times in excess of what it could be bought for 
a few years ago, demonstrates that the greatest financiers in 
the country have the firmest faith in iron investments and in 
the Birmingham District. Nothing more fortunate than this 
trade could have happened for the South. It will bring into 
Alabama an entirely new elemer.t. The Steel Corporation 
has always stood for enlightened conservatism and it has 
rerularly dispiayed wisdom that can be thought little less 


than extraordinary.
